BEANS 


Beans will produce well on most soils if 
planted after the soil is reasonably warm and 
dry. The bean rows should be spaced 18 
inches apart and the seed about 3 inches 
apart in the row and about 2 inches deep. A 
pound of seed will plant about 100 feet of 
row. Plants should not be thinned but should 
have frequent shallow cultivations. For a 
continuous supply of beans, seed may be 
planted every two weeks until mid-summer. -

This is one of the finest round pod varieties, both 
for table use and for shipping. Maturing in about 
50 days, the pods are meaty and juicy, with no 
sign of strings; they are brittle and of fine flavar.

TABLE BEETS 


Table Beets may be planted as early in 
the spring as the ground can be worked, 
since they can stand light frosts. A moist 
soil that is well drained suits beets to 
perfection. One ounce of beet seed will 
plant about 100 feet of row, and should 
be planted about one inch deep. The 
rows should be 16 to 20 inches apart, and 
the plants should be thinned out to 
stand 3 inches apart in the row. Beets 
may be stored for winter use with very 
little trouble by packing them in sand 
or loose soil in a cool cellar where they 
will not be touched by frost.

The plants should not be crowded in the hot- 
bed or cold frame or they will become tall, 
slender and weak, making the transplanting 
difficult. The plants should be hardened off by 
exposing them to the air for a time before trans- 
planting. They should be transplanted as soon 
as hard freezing weather is over, setting in 
rows 2 feet apart, with the plant 18 to 36 inches 
apart in the row. Care in transplanting will 
repay you. Be sure to water the plants well 
before moving them, so that the soil will cling

Worms and aphis should not be allowed 
to destroy the leaves and should, there- 
fore, be dusted often and thoroughly.

Make the rows two feet apart and. cover the 
seed with one to one and one-half inches of 
soil, using about a pound of seed to the 100 
feet of row.

Tomatoes should be grown in every 
garden, and it is quite simple to grow 
your own plants. Seed may be planted 
in a hotbed or in a shallow box in the 
house. About five weeks should be al- 
lowed for the plants to reach the proper 
size for transplanting out of doors when 
the weather has become warm and dan- 
ger of frost has passed. Sow the seeds 
in rows 3 inches apart, covering with 
one-fourth inch of soil. When the plants 
are about 2 inches tall, transplant to a 
larger box or cold frame and space 
about 4 inches apart. When transplanted 
to the garden, plant in rows 4 feet apart 
and 4 feet apart in the row. The plants

should be hardened off before setting in 
the open by giving them plenty of air 
and letting the soil get somewhat dry. 
Be sure, however, to give the plants 
plenty of water a few hours before mov- 
ing them.
